PITTSBCKO, July 29.—Eight persons were 


drowned in the flood Monday night. 
Seven of these met death at Cecil, a min- 
ing and oil hamlet in Washington county, 
the eighth victim going down at Carnegie. 


The dead are: Mrs. Samuel McKinney, 


60 years old; Margaret McKinney, her 
daughter, 80; James McKinney, her son, 
8; Claude Beatty, 21, oil well pumper, of 
Sistersvillo, W. Va.; G. C. Higgins, 45, ozl 
well pumpL-r, of Bradford, Pa.; Vincent 
Wilkinson, 23, oil well employe, of Vo- 
winkle, Fore.jt 
county, Pa.; Jennie 


Holmes. 18, daughter of a Cecil county 
miner; John Wright (colored) 17, employe 
of a liveryman at Carnegie. 


Samuel McKinney kept a boarding 


house at Cecil for the accommodation of 
oil men and miners. The house was sit- 
uated on the banks of Miller's run, a 
tributary of Chartiers creek. Ordinarily 
the run, which flows through a valley 
banted by high and steep hills, would 
scarcely float a chip, but Monday night, a 
cloudburst filled in its closely confined 
quarters to such an extent that every thing 
along its banks was endangered. 


There were thirteen people in the Mc- 


Kinney house when the water commenced 
to rise, but no serious danger was appre- 
hended. The men busied themselves car- 
rying the household goods to tho second 
floor, and the female portion of the house- 
hold continued thoir dressing for (he 
dance which was being held in a neighbor- 
ing hall. Suddenly the house, a two story 
frame, was washed from its foundation 
into the seething waters and rapidly car- 
ried down stream. It was then too late 
for any one in the house to escape. 


Below the site of the house, about 200 


yards, stands an old fashioned country 
bridge, which spans the stream. The 
house crashed against this structure, the 
roof was torn off ,md the rest of the build- 
ing was crushed like an eggshell in being 
forced under the bridge. Higgins died 
there, tut Whitner inado a most miracu- 
lous escape. Just below the bridge the 
wrechiige of the house struck on a sand 
bar, with those of the party who ware still 
alive clinging to the pieces, with scarcely 
a hope of being rescued. 


Thomas Hayes, Vincent Wilkinson and 


others formed a rescuing party. Whitner 
was rescued while fast in the wreckage by 
Wilkinson, who also dragged the "dead 
body of Higgins from its lodgmout. 
Samuel McKinney was also saved by Wilk- 
inson. After assisting in other rescues 
Wilkinson heard a cry for help fro:n the 
opposite side of the stream and notwith- 
standing the extreme hazard attached to 
the attempt the Brave fellow made the 
effort to swim across with a rope. When 
about half way over a log struck him on 
the head and broke his neck. His body 
was found several hundred yards below, 
lodged in a tree. 


Claude Beatty was another hero of the 


disaster who lost his life. He made stren- 
nous efforts to save Margaret McKiuney 
and Jennie Holmes, and had them lodged 
in a tree, when a wave came along and 
swept all three to death. Boatty had sev- 
eral opportunities to save himself, but re- 
fused to leave his weaker companions. 
Those of the uufortum«e party who were 
rescued were taken from the branches of 
trees and portions of tho wrecked house.

Thirteen Carried Off with a Board­ 
ing House at Cecil, Pa. 


PlTTSnuuo, July 29.—Eight persons worn 
drowned in 
the flood Monday night. 
Seven of these m et death a t Cecil, a m in­ 
ing and oil hamlet In W ashington county, 
the eighth victim going down at Carnegio. 


Tho dead are: Mrs. Samuel McKinney, 
60 years old; Margaret McKinney, hor 
daughtor, 30; James McKinney, hor son, 
8; Claudo Beatty, 21, oil well puSnpor, of 
Sistorsvillc, W. Y a.; G. C. Higgins, 45, oil 
well pumper, of Bradford, P a .; Vincent 
Wilkinson, 25, oil well employe, of Vo* 
winkle, 
Forest 
county, 
P a .; 
Jennie 
Holmes. 18, daughtor of a Cecil county 
miner; John W right (eolored) 17, employe 
of a liveryman at Carnegie. 


Samuel McKinney kept a 
boarding 
house at Cecil for tho accommodation of 
oil men and minors. 
The house was sit­ 
uated on the banks of Miller’s run, a 
tributary of Clmrtlers creek. Ordinarily 
tho run, which flows through a valley 
banked by high and steep hills, would 
scarcely float a chip, but Monday night a 
cloudburst iillcd in its closely confined 
quarters to such an extent that everything 
along its banks was endangered. 


Thero were thirteen people in the Mc­ 
Kinney house when the water commenced 
to rise, but no serious danger was appre­ 
hended. 
Tho men busied themselves car­ 
rying tho household goods to tho second 
floor, and the fenialo portion of tho house­ 
hold continued their dressing for the 
dance which was being held in a neighbor­ 
ing hall. Suddenly the house, a two story 
frame, was washed from its foundation 
into the seething waters and rapidly car­ 
ried down stream. It was then too late 
for any one in the house to oscajxj. 


Below tho eito of tho house, about 200 
yards, stands an old fashioned country 
bridge, which spans tho stream. 
Tho 
house crashed against this structuro, tho 
roof was torn oil and tho rest of the build­ 
ing was crushed like an eggshell in being 
forced under tho bridge. Higgins died 
thero, but W hitnor mado a most miracu- 


* lous escape, « Ju st below tho bridge the 
wreckage of tho house struck on a sand 
bar, with those of the party who wore still 
alive clinging to the pieces, with scarcely 
a hopo of being rescued. 


Thomas Hayes, Vincent Wilkinson and 
others formed a rescuing party. Whitnor 
was rescued while fast in the wreckage by 
Wilkinson, who also dragged tho dead 
body of Higgins from 
its 
lodgment. 
Samuel MoKinnoy was also saved by W ilk­ 
inson. 
After assisting in other rescues 
Wilkinson heard a cry for help from the 
opposite side of tho stream and notwith­ 
standing tho extreme hazard attached to 
tho attempt the brave fellow made the 
oiTort to swim across with a rope. When 
about half way over a log struck him on 
tho head and broke his neck. 
His body 
was found several hundred yards below, 
lodged in a tree. 


Claudo Beatty was another hero of tho 
disaster who lost his life. Ho mado stren­ 
uous effort« to savo Margaret McKinney 
and Jonnio Holmes, and had them lodged 
in a treo, when a wave camo along and 
swept all three to death. Boatty had sev- 
oral opportunities to savo himself, but re­ 
fused to leave his weaker companions. 
Those of tho unfortunate party who woro 
rescued were taken from the branches of 
treos and portions of tho wrecked house. 
✓Wright, tho colored liveryman, while 
attempting to drive across a bridge at 
Murray Hill, was caught by tho high 
water of Char tiers creek, near Carnegie, 
and drowned. 


Several houses in the valley woro swept 
away, but the occupants, so far as learned, 
all managed to seek places of safety before 
their homes woro carried down tho stream, 
Somo of the occupants woro roseued in 
skiffs. 


The rigging in many oil wells was swept 
away, and the men working about them 
woro compelled to iioo foe their lives, as 
tho torrent boro down tho valley on its 
course of death and destruction. 


Reports brought in from the surround­ 
ing country ¿Unto that tho storm has 
wrought great destruction lor miles 
around. In some places houses wore re­ 
moved from their foundations, but no fur- J 
thor loss of life is yet reported. 
Many ^ 
houses a ml barns wore struck by lightning. , 


Among the casualties reported is an ac­ 
cident to the camp of the ICighth W ard 
Hunting and Fishing club of Allegheny, ' 
who were in camp at Sugar grove. 
The 
members say tho storm was cyclonic, j 
Trees in the grove wore broken and twist­ 
ed as though they woro weeds. A largo 
sycamore was snapped off near the ground 
and fell upon the tent of campers, killing 
John FJgus, breaking tho back of George 
Miller, who will die, and seriously injur­ 
ing Thomas O’Connell, Charles Kosaok, 
Jacob Metz, Frank O ttand liarry Haddlo. 


On Greonilold avenue Joseph Ashfeldor 
was killed by a si^n striking him on the i 
head. In Sharps burg W. L. Non* was 
killed by the falling roof of a house.

BRYAN AND WATSON 


The Populists’ Choice for Presi­ 
dent and Vice President. 


BRYAN’S DECLINATION IGNORED. 


St. L o u is, July 27.—William Jennings 
Bryan, of Nebraska, who was nominated 
by tho Democratic national convention at 
Chicago a fortnight ago, was on Saturday 
made tho standard bearer of the Populist 
party by a vote of 1,042 to 821. Tho Dem­ 
ocratic candidate was nominated in the 
face of his own protest in the shape of a 
a telegram directing the withdrawal of 
his name, sent to Senator Jones after 
Sowall, his runningm ate,had been ditched 
for tho vice presidential nomination and 
Thomas E. Watson, of Georgia, had been 
named for second place on the ticket. It 
was also made in the teeth of an opposi­ 
tion so bitter that after the convention ad­ 
journed 
some of tho nulicals hold a 
“rum p” convention. 


The last session of tho convention,which 
lasted from 0:80 in tho morning until al­ 
most 5 o’clock in tho afternoon, was 
marked by scenes of turbulence and noisy 
excit-emcnt which several times bordered 
on actual riot, and which almost precipi­ 
tated personal collisions. General Weaver, 
of Iowa, placed Bryan in nomination, aud 
thero woro many 
seconding speeches, 
nearly all favoring Bryan. 
During the 
discussion it became known that Mr. 
Bryan had sent a telegram to Chairman 
Jones, of the Democratic national com­ 
mittee, bearing on the subject of his nom­ 
ination, but Chairman Allen, of tho con­ 
vention, refused to haye it read, declaring 
it was no part of the business of the con­ 
vention. It has since transpired that the 
telegram was a reiteration of* Bryan’s* 
statement forbidding tho use of his name 
unless Sowall was also nominated. 
Tho‘ 
Populists are now wonderfng whether 
Bryan will accept this last nomination, 
which ho received by i;012 votes, against 
821 for Frank S. Norton of Chicago, 10 for 
Eucone V. Dobs and 1 for Ignatius Don­ 
nelly. 
The convention gave the national 
committee full power to act in future ne­ 
gotiations. 
Rumors that Watson will 
withdraw are denied, while similar rumors 
regarding Sewall are denied with equal 
positiveness. 


The platform adopted by tho People’s 
party convention urges free silver at 10 to 
1; government ownership of railroads and 
telegraphs; freo homes for settlers; direct 
legislation through tho initiative and ref­ 
erendum; election of president, vice presi­ 
dent and senators by popular voto; gradu­ 
ated income tax and postal savings banks. 
The recent sales of bonds is denounced, 
just pensions for disabled soldiers is fa­ 
vored, aud the Cuban plank declares that 
the island “ought to be a freo and inde­ 
pendent.” 


THE DUAL CONVENTIONS.

Souutors UuUor and AJlon Preside Ovor 
the Populist Convention, 


St.Lou js, .7uly 28.—The national conven- 
ion of the People’s party was called to ordor 
yesterday by Chairman Taul>eneck, of 
tho national committee, but little work 
was accomplished, the day session lasting 
only an hour and a half, and the night 
session being prevented by lack of light, a 
storm having destroyed tho electric wirep­ 
leading to tho convention hall. 
After 
waiting in the dark for over an hour the 
convention adjourned, and in twenty 
minutes afterward tho light was turned 
on, repairs having been made. 
Tho only 
result of tho day’s work was the election 
of Marion Butler, tho young South Caro­ 
lina orator, for temporary chairman, his 
election being opposed by the slraightouts 
when it became known that Butler fav­ 
ored Bryan for tho providential nominee, 
with a southern m an fur vice president. 


St. L o u is, July 21.-* Yesterday’s ses­ 
sions of the Populist convention were ex­ 
tremely gratifying to the supporters of 
Bryan, and the men who iavor a straight- 
out Populist ticket were correspondingly 
depressed. This was because of the elec­ 
tion of Senat or Allen, of Nebraska, as per­ 
manent chairman of tho convention and 
the signal defeat of the slraigluout, or 
“middle of the road” candidate, Jumes K. 
Campion, of Maine, by a voto of 758 to 5tvi. 
Thero was a wild demonstration by the 
Bryan adherents when tho result was an­ 
nounced. 
Mr. Allen’s speech strongly 
urged the nomination of liryan aud Sew­ 
all as tho best means of securing victory 
for Populist principle*. 
The only other 
business transacted at the day’s sessions 
was the appointment of the usual com­ 
mittees. 


ST. Louis, July 25.—Tlio delegates to the 
Populist conventionyesterday adopted the 
platform of principles reported by the m a­ 
jority of the resolutions committee, of 
Which General Jam es B. Weaver was 
chairman. 
Two minority reports, one by

the persona executed in Auburn could 
do it, and would if allowed.

several of the persons electrocuted 
have really died from the result of the 
post-mortem examination.

TO COOK THE SPRING CHICKEN. 


To many, spring chicken always sug- 


gests a broiled chicken, and this is 
certainly delicious when rubbed with 
clarified butter and cooked over a fire 
of clear coals, but *there are other 
ways of serving the young fowls that 
are equally good. 


Southern fried chicken is famed, 


and here is a recipe that may well 
make the mouth water. Cut up two 
drawn and picked chickens in this 
manner: Lay them on a board, re- 
move the feet, then cut off the wings 
and legs, and last divide the breasts 
and backs in halves. Roll these pieces 
in lour and dredge with pepper and 
salt. Have ready a frying pan half 
full of boiling lard and into this, drop 
the portions of chicken. Fry a nice 
brown. Take up on a heated platter 
and set to keep warm while a cream 
gravy is prepared. Pour a teacupfnl 
of cream or rich milk into the frying 
pan and thicken with a tablespoonfnl 
of flour and butter blended. Season 
with salt, pepper and a tablespoonful 
of minced parsley. Allow it to come I 
to a boil and pour over the poultry. ' 
Garnish with sprigs of cnrled parsley. 
Fried mush is often served with this 
dish. 


Creole Fried Chicken—The Creoles, 


who are fond of highly seasoned viands, 
dip the pieces of chicken in an egg 
batter to which have been added two 
chopped tomatoes, one minced onion 
and a little parsley, thyme, salt and 
pepper. They then fry it the same as 
above and serve with a tomato sauce. 


Steamed Spring Chicken—Split a 


half grown fowl down the back and 
rub with salt and pepper. Place in a 
steamer and steam an hour. Mean- 
while prepare a sauce, using one pint 
of cream, half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonfnls of flour, a table- 
spoonfnl of cornstarch and the same 
of butter, seasoning with pepper and 
celery salt. Mix all together and boil 
thoroughly. Pour over the chicken. 


Chicken in Viennese Style—With a 


very sharp knife split two right young 
fowls exactly in two parts. Bub the 
halves with fresh salad oil and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Then dip them 
in beaten egg and roll in bread crumbs. 
Slightly grease a gridiron with a lit- 
tle suet and place over a clear coal fire. 
On this broil the chickens a fine 
brown, turning often. Have at hand 
four piece? of toasted bread on a hot 
disband on these arrange the four 
portions of chicken. Poor aver all a 
rich cream or white sauce. 


Chicken Gumbo—For this a vonng 
! 


chicken is cat up, rolled in flour and 
fried in hot lard, together with a few 
slices of onion. Over it should then 
be poured two cups of boiiing water, 
and it allowed to simmer ten minutes. 
Drop in a pod of red pepper, cook 
until thick and then season with salt 
and one tablespoonfal 
of 
batter. 


Gumbo is served with boiled rice or 
stewed green okras. 


Chicken pudding recalls old planta- 


tion days. Cut op a chicken and stew 
tender. Season with salt and pepper. 
Prepare a thick batter. Then batter 
a pudding dish and in the bottom ar- 
range a layer of the fowl and coTer 
with th«. batter. Then more chicken 
and ^batter, alternately, until the re- 
eeptaole is foil. Bake brown in the 
oven. Serve with butter sauce. —New 
England Homestead.

TO COOK THE SPRING CHICKEN. 


To many, spring chicken always sug­ 
gests a broiled chicken, and this is 
certainly delicious when rubbed with 
clarified butter and cooked over a fire 
of clear coals, but ^there are other 
ways of serving the young fowls that 
are equally good. 


Southern fried chicken is famed, 
and here is a recipe that may well 
make the mouth water. 
Cut up two 
drawn and picked chickens in this 
manner: Lay them on a board, re­ 
move the feet, then cut off the wings 
and legs, and last divide the breasts 
and backs in halves. 
Roll these pieces 
in fcour and dredge with pepper and 
salt. 
Have ready a frying pan half 
full of boiling lard and into this drop 
the portions of chicken. Fry a nice 
brown. 
Take up on a heated platter 
and set to keep warm while a cream 
gravy in prepared. 
Pour a teacupful 
of cream or rich milk into the frying 
pan and thicken with a tablespoonful 
of flour and butter blended. 
Season 
with salt, pepper and a tablespoonful 
of minced parsley. 
Allow it to come 
to a boil and pour over the poultry. 
Garnish with sprigs of curled parsley. 
Fried mush is often served with this 
dish. 


Creole Fried Chicken—The Creoles, 
who are fond of highly seasoned viands, 
dip the pieces of chicken in an egg 
batter to which have been added two 
chopped tomatoes, one minced onion 
and a little parsley, thyme, salt and 
pepper. 
They then fry it the same as 
above and serve with a tomato sauce. 


Steamed Spring Chicken—Split a 
half grown fowl down the back and 
rub with salt and pepper. Place in a 
steamer and steam an hour. 
Mean­ 
while prepare a sauce, using one pint 
of cream, half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, a table­ 
spoonful of cornstarch and the same 
of butter, seasoning with pepper and 
celery salt. 
Mix all together and boil 
thoroughly. 
Pour over the chicken. 


Chioken in Viennese Style—With a 
very sharp knife split two right young 
fowls exactly in two parts. 
Bub the 
halves with fresh salad oil and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. 
Then dip them 
in beaten egg and roll in bread crumbs. 
Slightly grease a gridiron with a lit­ 
tle suet and place over a clear coal fire, 
On this broil the chickens a fine 
brown, turning often. 
Have at hand 
four pieces of toasted bread on a hot 
dish and on these arrange the four 
portions of chicken. 
Pour over all a 
rich cream or white sauce. 


Chioken Gumbo—For this a young 
chicken is cut up, rolled in flour and 
fried in hot lard, together with a few 
slices of onion. 
Over it should then 
be poured two cups of boiling water, 
and it allowed to simmer ten minutes. 
Drop in a pod of red pepper, cook 
until thick and then season with salt 
and one tublespoonful of 
butter. 
Gumbo is served with boiled rice or 
stewed green okras. 


Chicken pudding reoalls old planta* 
tion days. 
Cut up a chicken and stew 
tender. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Prepare a thick batter. 
Then butter 
a pudding dish and in the bottom ar­ 
range a layer of the fowl and cover 
with the batter. 
Then more chioken 
and ¡batter, alternately, until the re* 
ceptaole is full. 
Bake brown in the 
oven. Serve with butter sauce.—New 
England Homestead.

FOR MILK FEVEB. 


A simple remedy for milk fever in 


its first stages is thus given by an ex- 
perienced dairyman. Pare, slice and 
boil until soft about one dozen good- 
sized onions in a pot of water with a 
good handful of salt. .Take about one 
quart of wheat flour, mix with cold 
water to a thin batter, stir gradually 
into the boiling onions, broth and all, 
add water enough to make a thin 
drink, and give it to the cow at the 
temperature of blood heat. 
Never 


give a cow cold water as long as there 
is danger of milk fever.—New York 
Observer. 


TEEATMENT OP SPAVIN. 


This disease is an inflammation of 


the covering membrane of tLe bones 
of the hock joint, and affects all farm 
animals under similar circumstances. 
The causes are over-exertion, sprains 
and natural tendency by inheritance. 
The treatment is to first remove the 
inflammation by cold water applica- 
tions, as pounded ice in. a bag tied 
over the part; then to use liniments, 
and let the animal rest. To locate the 
seat of any inflammatory disorder 
apply cold water, and notice where it 
soonest disappears by drying. There 
may be inflammation without soreness. 
—American Farmer. 


DESTROYING SKtTNKS. 


• The skunk is one of the most useful 
of animals to the farmer, and should be 
protected rather than injured. 
It is 


certain that it is not an agreeable ani- 
mal, but it is quiet and unobtrusive, 
and meddles with no one who does not 
attack it. 
It feeds on grubs, worms, 


beetles and mice, all of which do more 
damage to the crops than is thought. 
Cutworms and the white grubs are 
especial dainties to this useful ani- 
mal, and if one will examine the corn 
rows early in the morning the traces 
of the skunk's good work will be easi- 
ly seen, and, if duly appreciated, this 
humble—although unsavory—servant 
will be protected as it deserves.—New 
York Times. 


creases in vigor until the third year at 
least, and thus maintains itself better 
and longer in the soil than a commoft- 
red, mammoth or alsike clover; that 
in very dry seasons (like 1895) it m»y 
yield more hay than clover, that in 
normal seasons it sometimes yields 
less than clover; that but two cuttings 
of alfalfa may be expected the same 
season without irrigation. 


In any fertile soil,having sufficiently ! 


porous subsoil to permit it to strike 
deep root into the lower, permanently 
moist earth, the alfalfa will probably 
do well. It is said to do best in light, 
calcareous loams, underlaid with a 
porous subsoil. 
The land should be 


thoroughly and deeply drained, and 
may be plowed to advantage. Subsoil 
in the lall, but BOW the seed in the 
spring. 


Close pasturing by any class of stock 


is injurious to alfalfa, and sheep should 
not be allowed upon it, but if not 
grazed too close it will endure pastur- 
ing fairly welL 
It is, however, best 
for hay. 
, 


In any soil where red clover thrives 


it is not wise to discard it for alfalfa 
without first experimenting with the 
latter. If experience proves it super- 
ior to clover as a eeed, a soil- renova- 
tor and a yielder. then a change can 
be safely made.—Journal of Agricul- 
ture.

MiAKTKG CORS IN DBttliS OS HILLS. 
The old fashion of planting corn in 


check rows is not practiced now, JBX- 
cept where |the land is very weedy. 
It is so much batter to plant in drills 
that all the best farmers do it. 
The 


land may be kept quite clean in this 
way by beginning the cultivation be- 
fore the weeds appear, and keeping at 
work at it until the corn is too thick 
to get through. 
If the land be har- 


rowed by a light sloping tooth harrow 
before the young corn is seen, myriads 
of weeds will Jbe killed and the har- 
rowing may be repeated soon after the 
young plants appear, as the harrow 
will do no damage to speak of. Corn 
should never be worked by a plow, as 
this will surely injure the roots. Only 
shallow cultivation is permissible.— 
New York Times. 


WHAT MAX BE HADE INTO ENSILAGE. 
The first ensilage evet made was of 


beet leaves, at the great beet sugar 
farms of France and Austria. The silos 
were then mere pits, like graves in the 
ground, and were covered with the 
earth taken out of the excavation.

TREATMENT OF SPAVIN. 


This disease is an inflammation of 
the covering membrane of the bones 
of the hock joint, and affects all larm 
animals under similar circumstances. 
The causes are over-exertion, sprains 
and natural tendency by inheritance. 
The treatment is to first remove the 
inflammation by cold water applica­ 
tions, as pounded ice in a bag tied 
over the part; then to use liniments, 
and let the animal rest. 
To locate the 
seat of any inflammatory disorder 
apply cold water, and notice where it 
soonest disappears by drying.

The shortest 
route from the old world to the new is 
from Cape Verde to Brazil. Winds 
and currents tend to carry & 
ship 
across. There is, therefore, an Inher­ 
ent probability that a Portuguese ves­ 
sel should hare been dri-^n on to the 
Brazilian coast. 
This actually hap­ 
pened to Cabral In 1500. It might have 
happened at any time after ships began 
to round Cape Verde. That cape was 
first rounded in 1445. 
In 3448 a re­ 
markable map was made by Bianco, 
showing the most recent Portuguese 
discoveries. 
On it a long stretch of 
coastline is shown southwest from 
Cape Verde, with an Inscription say­ 
ing that it is authentic, and 1,500 miles 
to the west. The only land in such a 
position is South America^ The dis­ 
covery must have been made between 
1445 and 1448. 


It is recorded that an 
unknown 
Island was found far to the west in 
1447, On the first map dealing with 
the Atlantic Ocean after Blanco's map, 
a large island is found in the position 
indicated by Bianco. The Portuguese 
•had good reason for not troubling much 
about such an Island, until the papal 
bull of 1493, with its line of demarca­ 
tion, when their conduct leading to th* 
Tordesillas treaty of 1494, by which the 
line was shifted so far that they se­ 
cured Brazil, seems to have been basecr 
on knowledge of the existence of land 
In the position of that country. More­ 
over, there Is evidence to show that 
they publicly claimed the possession of 
such knowledge. 
If the views hero 
set forth are tenable, the interesting 
and important result is obtained that 
America was discovered by the Portu­ 
guese in or about the very year In 
which Columbus Is believed to have 
been born. Without removing one Iota 
from the real merit of Columbus, it 
would add the crowning laurel to the 
already great glory of that marvelous 
man, Prince Henry 
the 
Navigator, 
who, it is pardonable to remember, 
was half an Englishman.—-Geograph­ 
ical Journal.

ST. TJOUIR, July 2 7 . — W i l l i a m JonnluffS 
Bryan, of Nebraska, who was nominated 
by'tho Democratic national convention at 
Chicago a fortnight ago, was on Saturday 
made tho sUindnrd bearer of tho Pojmlist 
party by a \-oto of 1,042 to 321. Tho Dem- 
ocratic candid;) to was nominated in the 
face of his ov/n protest in tho shape of a 
a t/ologram dircctin«j;' tlic witlulriiwal of 
his naino, sent to Senator Jones 
after 
Sowall, his running nuito,had been ditched 
for tho vice presidential nomination and 
Thomas E. Watson, of Georgia, had been 
named for second place on the ticket. It 
was also made in tho tooth of an opposi- 
tion so bitter that after the convention ad- 
journed 
some 
of 
tho radicals held a 
"rump" convention. 


The last session of tho convention,-which 
lastod from i):ao In tho morning until al- 
most 5 o'clock in 
the 
afternoon, was 
marked by scones of turbulence and noiiiy 
excit-eniont whit h several times Ixordered 
on actual riot, and which almost precipi- 
tated pei'sonal collisions. Genoriil Weaver, 
of Iowa, placed Bryan in noiuinat ion, and 
thoro wore ma.ny 
soivuiding 
spoochos, 
nearly all favoring Bryan.

discussion it became known that 
Mr. 
Bryan had sent a tolegram to Chairman 
Jones, of tho Denujcratic national com- 
mittee, bearing on tho su]),iect of his nom- 
ination, but Chairman Allen, of tho con- 
vention, refused to hayo it road, declaring 
it was no part of the business of tho con- 
vention. 
It has since transpired that the 
telegram was a reiteration of* Bryan's 
statement forbidding tho uso of his name 
unless Sewall was also nominated.

Populists ai^ now wondori'ng whetheF 
Bryan will accept this last nomination, 
which he recQived by l;0i3 votes, against 
S21 for Prank S. Norton of Chicago, 10 for 
Euaone V, Dobs and 1 for Ignatius Don- 
nelly. 
The convention gave the national 
committee full power to act in future ne- 
gotiations.

TO COOK THE SPRING CHICKEN. 


To many, spring chicken always sug- 
gests a broiled chicken, and this is 
certainly delicious when rubbed with 
clarified butter and cooked over a fire 
of clear coals, but ^there are other 
ways of serving the young fowls that 
are equally good. 


Southern fried chicken is famed, 
and here is a recipe that may well 
make the mouth water. 
Cut up two 
drawn and picked chickens in this 
manner: Lay them on a board, re- 
move the feet, then cut off the wings 
and legs, and last divide the breasts 
and backs in halves. 
Eoll these pieces 
in lour and dredge with pepper and 
salt. 
Have ready a frying pan half 
full of boiling lard and into this drop 
the portions of chicken. 
Fry a nice 
brown. 
Take up on a heated platter 
and set to keep warm while a cream 
gravy is prepared. 
Pour a teacupful 
of cream or rich milk into the frying 
pan and thicken with a tablespoonful 
of flour and butter blended. 
Season 
with salt, pepper and a tablespoonful 
of minced parsley. 
Allow it to come 
to a boil and pour over the poultry. 
Garnish with sprigs of curled parsley. 
Fried mush is often served with this 
dish. 


Creole Fried Chicken—The Creoles, 
who are fond of highly seasoned viands, 
dip the pieces of chicken in an egg 
batter to which have been added two 
chopped tomatoes, one minced onion 
and a little parsley, thyme, salt and 
pepper. 
They then fry it the same as 
above and serve with a tomato sauce. 


Steamed Spring Chicken—Split a 
half grown fowl down the back and 
rub with salt and pepper. 
Place in a 
steamer and steam an hour. 
Mean- 
while prepare a sauce, using one pint 
of cream, half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, a table- 
spoonful of cornstarch and the same 
of butter, seasoning with pepper and 
celery salt. 
Mix all together and boil 
thoroughly. 
Pour over the chicken. 


Chicken in Viennese Style—With a 


very sharp knife split two right young 
fowls exactly in two parts. 
Hub the 
halves with fresh salad oil and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. 
Then dip them 
in beaten egg and roll in bread crumbs. 
Slightly grease a gridiron with a lit- 
tle suet and place over a clear coal fire. 
On this broil the chickens a fine 
brown, turning often. 
Have at hand 
four pieces of toasted bread on a hot 
dish and on these arrange the four 
portions of chicken. 
Pour over all a 
rich cream or white sauce. 


Chicken Gumbo—For this a young 
chicken is cut up, rolled in flour and 
fried in hot lard, together with a few 
slices of onion. 
Over it should then 
be poured two cups of boiiing water, 
and it allowed to simmer ten minutes. 
Drop in a pod of red pepper, cook 
until thick and then season with salt 
and one tablespoonful 
of 
butter. 
Gumbo is served with boiled rice or 
stewed green okras.

There Js, therefore, an Inher- 
ent probability that a Portuguese ves- 
sel should have boon drl-'^n on to tho 
Brazilian coast, 
This actually liap- 
pened to Cabral Jn 1500. It mi^iht have 
happened at any time after ships began 
to round Cape Verde. 
That cape was 
first rounded In 1445. 
In 1448 a re- 
markable map was made by Bianco, 
showing the most recent Portuguese 
discoveries. 
On it a long stretch of 
coastline is shown southwest from 
Cape Verde, with an Inscription say- 
ing that It Is authentic, and 1,500 miles 
to the west. 
The only land In euch a 
position is South America: The dis- 
covery must have been made between 
1445 and 144S. 


It is recorded that 
an 
unknown 
Island was found far to the west In 
1447. 
On the first map dealing with 
the Atlantic Ocean after Blanco's map, 
a large Island Is found in the position 
Indicated by Blanco. 
The Portuguese 
"had good reason for not troubling much 
about such an Island, until the papal 
bull of 1493, with Its line of demarca- 
tion, when their conduct leading to th« 
Tordesillas treaty of 1494, by which the 
line was shifted so far that they se- 
cured Brazil, seems to have been basea 
on knowledge of the existence of land 
In the position of that country. 
More- 
over, there Is evidence to show that 
they publicly claimed the possession of 
such knowledge. 
If the views here 
set forth are tenable, the Interesting 
and Important result Is obtained that 
America was discovered by the Portu- 
guese in or about the very year In 
which Columbus Is believed to have 
been born.
